Emest Herbert Lawrence sald he is @ master 
mariner, bolding a London certificate, He ta 
chief officer of the Paste, He speaks a litte 
French, He has known Prouchendy since ey 
or August, 1993, and has known Chan Chee about 
ayear and a hall, After spesking of certaln 
plana which he had prepared for the blg !aunch, 
he ‘says it was prisctoally on account of the 
purposes for which the launches were intended 
that he was with Prouchandy. He discussed 
the plans with Chan Chee at the Victorla Hotel 
and onceat the Windsor. He bad several con- 
versations with Chan'Chee before the speclfica- 
tions were made, He explained to Chan Chee 
that the launches wore required for going on 
shallow sivere and (0 go against strong car- 
rents, He explattitd to him about. the dratt. 
He asked CharChee for five feet, if posalble, but 
tot to excced six feet, fally londed with passengers 
and cargo, Tht was told to him on two occa- 
sionr, That ho perfectly remembered.

aclerk In the French Consulate, was also called 
asawitness. Ho speaks Engllsb, French, and 
Chinese. He was employed as interpreter to 
Prouchandy in August, 1893, and again in 
January, 1894, He says be acted as {oterpreter 
Captain Law- 
rence wat present on two occasions when he 
was there. He explained to Chan Chee the nature 
of the boats tn presence of Capteln Lawrence. 
Thla was about the third interview, He told 
Chan Chee that the boat wasto be #40 feat long, 
by 18 or 19 feet beam, and bave a draft not 
exceeding slx fect, He told him who Prouchandy 
wags, aod that the boat was to goon the rapids 
of the Cambodian river, The boat was to bave 
speed enough to go up the rapids, to draw Ilitle 
water, and to be dellverad at a certain ttne, 
The draft was to be five feet.

As I have already 
remarked, the probabilities are that he was so 
informed, Tt fs mat likely that. he would bave 
entered Into this contract witha stranger without 
knowing who he was, where he came from, ble 
business, and what, (any, were the rleke he ran 
as to’ the payment of the price. of the launch, 
Tt ts also difficult to believe that the steam 
faarch at Macao waa rejected solely on acconnt 
of the price demanded. The evidence both of 
Captain Lawrence and Demer on thi« point wre 
given in snswer to questions put by me, and I 
do not think that they could have prearranged 
what they were going to say.
